In Our Opinion... 
Board Should Use Good Judgment 


The use of good judgment in the administration of town 
affairs is most vital to the success of any board or con- 
mittee. Perhaps, in many cases, it is wiser to use good 
judgment, based on a desire to be fair, than it is to adhere 
strictly to the letter of a law that is somewhat obscure in 
its language. 

One striking instance occurred the 
Board of Public Works considered a betterment assess- 
ment in light of an individual’s plea that it be abated.

Briefly, a Greenwood rd. resident asked the Board to

assessed when a water main was constructed along Green- 
wood rd.

said, no assessment should be charged at all. This is so, 
he argued, because the law states that an assessment 
shall be in proportion to the benefit derived. 

The Board of Public Works noted that the law also men- 
tions indirect benefit to the land. 

Then members discussed the possibility that at some 
future time, the resident will use the Greenwood rd. water 
main. This could happen at whatever time the owner of 
land, across which the resident’s water service extends, 
decides it should be removed. Or it could happen if there 
should be a breakdown in the service and no permission 
could be obtained to fix it. When either of these possibili- 
ties might occur, except ‘‘sometime in the future’’, was 
not determined. 

Two members of the Board agreed, at first, that there 
was little direct benefit to the land, at this time, from the 
water main on Greenwood rd. 

And there was considerable discussion about what in- 
direct benefit might be gained — but members found that 


there is a hydrant on North st. close enough to the resi- 
dent’s land to be of complete service in case of fire. 

Not one specific benefit was discussed — except that 
the main in Greenwood rd. benefits the whole town as an 
improvement to the system — and thus might be considered 
an indirect benefit to the resident on Greenwood rd, 

The entire argument against abating this assessment, 
even in part, was the location of his present water service. 
Members felt that some day he might have to use the 
Greenwood rd. main. When that time comes, if ever, the 
man should pay his share of the cost of the main, they 
felt. Thus, the entire assessment, as a direct benefit to 
the property, was maintained, 

The resident now must pay the full assessment, just as 
his neighbors pay theirs, But the neighbors had no water 
before the main was installed. Their benefit, then, is 
obviously great. 

This is a case where good judgment should prevail. A 
moderation of the assessment probably would have been 
acceptable to the resident. And certainly an abatement of 


some portion of this assessment seems indicated, as it is 


obvious that the man does not benefit as much from the 
new main as his neighbors (and possibly he will not 
benefit at all, except vaguely, sometime in the future) 

The BPW could have satisfied the resident by using 


good judgment, without doing the town any harm.
